The mission was negotiating with the Communist authorities for permission to 
continue in early February 1950* 

In Huaining (117-02* 30-*3l)» the Shang Wen ( ^ \f) Primary School, established 

by a Catholic mission, was requested by Comn^inis^autiiorities to place itself 
under their jurisdiction* f'o-cMen,* the Spanish Catholic father in charge of 
the school* refused* When To-cMen reprimanded student HSI/VJTC Fen«*cMu ( 

£// ) for violation of a school regulation on 2 January 1950* the students 

accused him of beating H3IAITG to make him accent Catholicism-^ The local Students 9 
Union agitated against Ko-cMen, and HSIAITG Meng-haien (^i M jtb ), father of 
H3I/UTG Pen-cMu* brought suit against the- principal* claiming his son had been 
injured*
